naive as to believe that our own 
country can live apart from the 
rest of the world, and in the event 
of another war all that will be 
necessary to keep out of it will be 
to pass a few resolutions decilar- 
ing our intention to keep out.“ 

Such an attitude is utterly fool- 
ish, he sald, ting out that 
deapite every ort that Woodrow 
lison made and despite the fact 
that he was re-elected on a no- 
war slogan, he and the nation were 
dragged into the last war. And 
history will be repeated in this 
respect if there is another war in- 
volving any considerable number 
of nations, he predicted. 


TRACES PEACE HISTORY 
Dr. Atkinson traced the hist 
of formal efforts for world — 
beginning with John Hay and The 
Hague Tribunal and ending with 
the present World Court, paying 
tribute to the great work of Elihu 
Root in this respect. He described, 
in brief, the functions and oper- 
ation of the court, stressing the 
fact that the court as constituted 
is net a political affair.
